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Before  Practicing  tine  Following  Course: 


POSITION. — Sit  facing  desk  squarely.  Feet  flat  on  floor.  Body  eredt  without  support  from  desk.  Elbow  extending 
one  and  a  half  or  two  inches  over  lower  right  corner  of  desk.  Paper  at  same  angle  as  arm.  Wrist  flat  and  free  from 
desk.  Ends  of  last  two  fingers  touch  paper  lightly.  Pen  between  thumb  and  finger,  holder  extending  past  knuckle  joint. 

PRACTICE.— Lessons  should  be  of  twenty  to  thirty  minutes’  duration  at  least.  Always  give  movement  exercises, 
five  to  ten  minutes’  work,  first.  See  that  the  arm  has  a  free  rolling  motion  on  the  muscle  in  front  of  the  elbow  at  all 
times,  and  particularly  while  practicing  movements.  Place  coin  on  top  of  wrist  -at  first.  If  it  falls  off,  your  wrist  is 
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not  flat.  Each  number,  or  copy,  is  not  to  be  mastered  at  one  lesson.  Don’t  leave  it  until  you  can  write  it  well.  Push 
each  letter  away  from  the  one  preceding  it,  but  keep  spacing  between  letters  uniform.  Eet  your  work  appear  free  and 
easy.  .  Send  samples  of  work  freely.  Criticisms  will  be  made  and  suggestions  offered  when  return  postage  is  enclosed. 
Practice  regularly  each  day.  Use  good  business  or  foolscap  paper.  Change  count  every  time  direction  of  stroke  changes.  Be 
sure  to  count  during  the  practice  of  every  lesson.  Write  nothing  except  what  is  given  you  in  these  lessons.  Make  two 
lessons  of  each  page — one  on  the  small  letter,  and  one  on  the  capital.  If  you  will  follow  the  directions  closely,  whether  at 
home  or  in  school,  yauj  will  agree  with  me  that  the  copy  book  is  a  “thing  of  the  past.”  Engraved  copies  are  not 
desirable. 
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Sit  in  good  position. 

Keep  paper  in  good  position. 

Practice  Regularly. 

It’s  work,  not  play. 

Practice  no  flourishes. 

Send  plenty  of  specimens. 

Notice  exact,  not  general  formation  of  letters.
